declaring it to be the sense o f the 
co nference that Sunday publicatio ns 
are subversive to the best interests o f 
so ciety and tend to demo ralize the 
sancity o f the Sabbath. Vario us reso ­ 
lutio ns o f thanks were also ado pted. 
The repo rt o f the co mmittee o n tem­ 
perance declared that unco mpro mi­ 
sing ho stility was the o nly attitude fo r 
the Christian church to wards the 
liquo r traffic, and that the Metho dist 
church o f Minneso ta wo uld never be 
satisfied with anything sho rt o f co n­ 
stitutio nal pro hibitio n. High license 
wo uld never be accepted ; o ne salo o n 
in the state was o ne to o many. 


Wlnsky and a Winchester. 
Up at Grand Rapids, abo ve Aitkin, 
a sho o ting affray o ccurred o n Satur­ 
day last, m which Sam Christie, a 
river bully, received a wo und which 
may yet pro ve fatal, altho ugh he is 
still alive and under the do cto r’s care 
at Aitkin. 
The man who did the 
sho o ting was Tho mas Kelly, a bar­ 
tender, who m Christie had threatened 
¿ A .>do up o n acco unt o f a dispute 


j abo ut so me liquo r. Christie left the 
salo o n but was returning when Kelly 
! picked up a Winchester and sho t him 
; thro ugh the bo dy abo ve the heart at 
a distance o f 20 feet. 
The impressio n 
j is that the peo ple in the little to wn 
I are with Kelly in the matter. 


The City Law Makers. 
The city co uncil held quite an in­ 
teresting meeting o n Mo nday evening 
a full quo rum being present except­ 
ing Aid. Ko o p, who came sho rtly af­ 
ter the evening’s wo rk was co m­ 
menced. The regular ro utine o f busi­ 
ness o ccupied the first half ho ur.— 
The superintendent o f electric lights 
made a repo rt fo r the mo nth o f 
August sho wing that the receipts fo r 
that mo nth were $212.57 in excess o f 
expenditures. 
In his repo rt he asked 
that the co uncil put o n an extra man 
at the statio n as assistant engineer o n 
acco unt o f the lo ng ho urs which the 
present man had to wo rk, and the 
matter was referred to the electric 
light co mmittee with po wer to act.— 
The electric light co mmittee made a 
repo rt in which they reco mmended 
that Mr. Dresskell be kept as super­ 
intendent at $100 per mo nth, he to do 
all wo rk o n street lamps fo r that sum, 
and the reco mmendatio n was ado p­ 
ted. 
Hereto fo re the city has been 
paying $133.33 fo r the same wo rk. 
The chief o f po lice made a repo rt 
in which it was sho wn that 36 arrests 
were made in September, twenty-fo ur 
fo r frequenting ho uses o f ill-fame 
and six fo r being pro prieto rs o f same, 
the amo unts o f fines being $447.10. 
The pay ro ll o f city o fficers amo unt­ 
ing to $605,49 and the pay ro ll o f the 
electric light fo rce o f $210.25 were 
each allo wed, and also quite a grist 
o f small claims against the city. 
The city atto rney made a repo rt in 
regard to the judgment o btained by 
Reuben L. Searfo ss against the city 
fo r $200 at the recent term o f co urt. 
The atto rney seemed to think the city 
was lucky to get o ff with so small an 
assessment and the gentleman will 
receive his mo ney. 
A co mmunicatio n fro m C. F. Kin­ 
dred was read in which he o bjected to 
co mplying with the request o f the 
co uncil to extend water mains because 
the law had no t been strictly adhered 
to in regard to getting pro perty ho ld­ 
ers to sign an agreement to take water. 
He also said it was a hardship and 
asked to be allo wed until J uly next 
in which to do the wo rk. The co un­ 
cil instructed the atto rney to co m­ 
mence pro ceedings against the Water 
Co mpany at o nce fo r failure o f co n­ 
tract which will result in the fo rfeiture 
o f their charter unless the matter is 
settled. 
The co uncil vo ted to accept a lo an 
o f $1,500 fro m the First Natio nal 
Bank o f Dixo n, 111., until J uly next, 
to meet o utstanding o bligatio ns. 
The matter o f allo wing Mr. Wise 
$100 additio nal fo r the co nstructio n o f 
sewer fro m the Arlingto n to Laurel 
street instead o f to the alley was 
granted, the sewer to be ten inch in­ 
stead o f eight. 
At this juctio n the clerk read a 
co mmunicatio n fro m Aid. O’Brien in 
which the gentleman resigned his 
seat as alderman fro m the Fifth ward. 
The resignatio n was accepted. The 
co uncil then adjo urned after transac­ 
ting so me business o f mino r details.

States Revised Statutes thus 
regulates their election:

shall, on tbesec»»nd Tuesday after the u n it­ 
ing and organization thereof, pro»-<?ed to elect 
a s**nator in congress.

of»enly by a viva vine vote of each m«*tnl»er 
present name one jrerson for senator in con­ 
gress from such stnte. and the nume ot the 
jierson so voted for who receives a majority 
of the whole numlicr of votes cast in each 
house shall be entered on the journal of that 
house by th** clerk or secretary th*-r»-o ; or, if j 
either house fails te> give such majority to j 
any j*erson on that day the fact shall be en- 
t«*re»i on the journal.

of the day following that on which proceed- 
ings are required to take place as a orereaid 
tin* mcmlrers of the two house« shall convene 
in joint assembly, and tliejournul o each house 
shall then lie read, und if the same person 
has received n m ajority of all the votes in 
each house, he shall be declared duly el»»ct»*d 
senator. 
Bnt if the earn** person has not re- 
ceived a majority of the votes in each house, 
or if cither house has tailed to take proceed­ 
ings as required by this section, the joint ns- 
sem blj shall then procee«! tnchoose by a viva 
voce vote of each member present o person 
for senator, and the person who res-eives a 
m ajority ot all the votes of the joint assem­ 
bly. a majority ot all the members elected to 
both houses being present and voting, shall 
be declared duly elected. If n«j person rereiven 
such a majority on the first day, the joint as­ 
sembly shall meet at 12 o’clock meridian of 
each succeeding day during the session of th« 
legislature, and shall take at least one vote 
until a senator is elected.

Whenever on the in»*eting of the 
legislature of any state n vacancy exists in 
the representation of such state in the sen­ 
ate. the legislature shall proceed, on the sec­ 
ond Tuesday after meeting and organization, 
to elect a person to fill such vacancy in the 
manner prescribed in the preceding section 
lor the election of a senator for a full term.

soonest. 


A w’riter says tha t the sa lt in the 
butte r does n o t preserve the butter. 
I t only arrests the ferm entation or 
decay of the butterm ilk! Well, tha t 
is a d istinction w itho ut a difference. 
The sa lt will prevent decay, os far as 
it goes, but so little is used tha t it 
does n o t go far. 


The depth to which the plow should 
be run in preparing the soil for seed­ 
ing, depends upon the character of 
the soil and the kind of crop to be 
grow n. The stiffest and poorest soils 
require m ore w orking tha n good 
land. 
W heat an d beans need a deep­ 
er ran g e of feeding tha n barley. 


The l» e8t tim e to prune is when there 
can be the least loss ot sap; a t a tim e 
when the wound will cease bleeding 
m ost readily and heal over the soon­ 
est. 
If the cut is covered with g ra ft­ 
ing wax, shelac-varnish, o r boiled 
linseed oil as soon as m ade, there w ill 
be but little ev apo ratio n from the 
wound. 


The breed of Shetland ponies is al­ 
m o st extinct in the S hetland Islands. 
None are bred there, and there are 
lewer specimens in these islands than 
in m any o ther places.

entire flock. 
There are three or four 
grades of sheep on every farm where 
breeding is followed. These grades 
should l>e separated and each given 
the care suited to its 
condition. 
There is plenty of tim e between now 
and w inter to put all the sheep 
in the coun try in the best condition 
for W inter if flock-m nsters would 
only give a tte n tio n to the m atter. 


A ra the r irritable farm er annoyed 
by the fowls on his g rain mows, pick­ 
ed up a club an d slaughted a dozen 
of the bens. 
To bis wife’s rem ons­ 
trance he declared tha t the fowls 
were a g re a t dam age and of so little 
value as to be of no account a t all.

M oreover, the w aste of sm all g rain 
and o ther food tha t m ight lie turned 
in to products, is sufficient to am o un t 
to a very pleasan t sum of money 
every y*ear.

E xcept the lightest sandy soils, all 
evel land will be benefited by fall 
flow ing. 
W hen well plowed, and to 
i proper depth, the plowed ground 
will n o t wash even by the heavy 
Southern w inter rains. T ha tthe la n d 
will leach and lose its fertility is a 
m istake. 
N othing will be lo st in an y 
case except the nitrogen, which exists 
in the form of nitric acid o r the m ost 
soluble nitric salts, and, as a rule, 
there is no danger of this because of 
the alm o st entire absence of this form 
of nitrogen in the land. On the con­ 
tra ry, it is for the purpose ot devel­ 
oping this scarce plant-tood in the 
soil tha t fall plowing is desirable. 
The turn in g over of the soil aids in 
the change of the a bun d a n t inert 
nitrogen, which is m ostly com bined 
w ith the carbonaceous organic m a t­ 
ter in the soil, in to soluble nitrates, 
and this process goes on slowly d ur­ 
ing the fall and early spring, an d 
where the ground is n o t frozen even 
durine: the winter. Consequently the 
land is bro ug ht in to a m ore fertile 
condition by the fall plowing, and be­ 
sides this gain, there is an o ther of 
much im portance, viz.: the spring 
work is forwarded so much and the 
crops m ay be put in so m uch earlier.

m a t» fo r the Home. 


F o r hoarseness, beat a fresh egg 
and thicken it with fine white sugar. 
E a t of it freely and the hoarseness 
will soon be relieved. 


To beat the white ot eggs quickly, 
put in a sm all pinch or tw o of salt; 
do n o t leave one particle of the yolks 
with the whites, o r they will n o t froth 
nicely. 


Chloroform will tak e o ut stains 
from silk, cloth or any woolen goods, 
but alw ays rem em ber to keep the 
bo ttle corked w hile using, or you will 
lose m ore tha n you use. 


If a cellar has a dam p smell and 
can n o t be tho ro ug hly ventilated, a 
few tra ys of charcoal set around on 
the floor, shelves and ledges will m ake 
the a ir pure and sweet. 


In cases of sickness sand bags are 
preferred to ho t w ater rubber bags, 
as they can be m ore easily adjusted 
to different pa rts of the body. These 
g ran ular heaters are also to be chos­ 
en ra the r tha n soapstone o r bottles 
for keeping the feet as norm al tem ­ 
perature in zero weather. 


W hisky will tak e o ut every kind of 
fruit stain for which 1 have ever seen 
it used. 
A child’s dress will look en­ 
tirely ruined by the dark berry stain s 
on it, but if whisky’ is poured on the 
discolored places l>efore sending it in­ 
to the wash it will come o ut as good 
as new.

T hirty years ago it 
liad increased to 579 pairs, and ten 
years ago to 2,59 8 pairs.—H am il­ 
to n (O nt.)

The report of the committee on tem­ 
perance declared that uncompromi­ 
sing hostility was the only attitude for 
the Christian church towards the 
liquor traffic, and that the Methodist 
church of Minnesota would never be 
satisfied with anything short of con­ 
stitutional prohibition. 
High license 
would never be accepted ; one saloon 
in the state was one too many. 


Whisky and a Winchester. 
Up at Grand Rapids, above Aitkin, 
a shooting affray occurred on Satur­ 
day last, m which Sam Christie, a 
river bully, received a wound which 
may yet prove fatal, although he is 
still alive and under the doctor’s care 
at Aitkin. 
The man who did the 
shooting was Thomas Kelly, a bar­ 
tender, whom Christie had threatened 
tf,Q,rdo up on account of a dispute 
about some liquor. 
Christie left the 
saloon but was returning when Kelly 
picked up a Winchester and shot him 
through the body above the heart at 
a distance of 20 feet. 
The impression 
is that the people in the little town 
are with Kelly in the matter. 


The City Law Makers. 
The city council held quite an in­ 
teresting meeting on Monday evening 
a full quorum being present except- j 
ing Aid. Koop, who came shortly af­ 
ter the evening’s work was com­ 
menced. The regular routine of busi­ 
ness occupied the first half hour.— 
The superintendent of electric lights 
made a report for the month of 
August showing that the receipts for 
that month were $212.57 in excess of 
expenditures. 
In his report he asked 
that the council put on an extra man 
at the station as assistant engineer on 
account of the long hours w’hich the 
present man had to work, and the 
matter was referred to the electric 
light committee with power to act.— 
The electric light committee made a 
report in which they recommended 
that Mr. Dresskell be kept as super­ 
intendent at $100 per month, he to do 
all work on street lamps for that sum, 
and the recommendation was adop­ 
ted. 
Heretofore the city has been 
paying $133.33 for the same work. 
The chief of police made a report 
in which it was shown that 36 arrests 
were made in September, twenty-four 
for frequenting houses of ill-fame 
and six for being proprietors of same, 
the amounts of fines being $447.10. 
The pay roll of city officers amount­ 
ing to $605,40 and the pay roll of the 
electric light force of $210.25 were 
each allowed, and also quite a grist 
of small claims against the city. 
The city attorney made a report in 
regard to the judgment obtained by 
Reuben L. Searfoss against the city 
for $200 at the recent term of court. 
The attorney seemed to think the city 
was lucky to get off with so small an 
assessment and the gentleman will 
receive his money. 
A communication from C. F. Kin­ 
dred was read in which he objected to 
complying with the request of the 
council to extend water mains because 
the law had not been strictly adhered 
to in regard to getting property hold­ 
ers to sign an agreement to take water. 
He also said it was a hardship and 
asked to be allowed until July next 
in which to do the work. 
The coun­ 
cil instructed the attorney to com­ 
mence proceedings against the Water 
Company at once for failure of con­ 
tract which will result in the forfeiture 
of their charter unless the matter is 
settled. 
The council voted to accept a loan 
of $1,500 from the First National 
Bank of Dixon, 111., until July next, 
to meet outstanding obligations. 
The matter of allowing Mr. Wise 
$100 additional for the construction of 
sewer from the Arlington to Laurel 
street instead of to the alley was 
granted, the sewer to be ten inch in­ 
stead of eight. 
At this juction the clerk read a 
communication from Aid. O’Brien in 
which the gentleman resigned his 
seat as alderman from the Fifth ward. 
The resignation was accepted. The 
council then adjourned after transac­ 
ting some business of minor details.

The City Law Makers. 
The city council held quite an in­ 
teresting meeting on Monday evening I 
a full quorum being present except­ 
ing Ald. Koop, who came shortly af­ 
ter the evening’s work was com­ 
menced. The regular routine of busi­ 
ness occupied the first half hour.— 
Tho superintendent of electric lights 
made a report for the month of 
August showing that the receipts for 
that month were $212.57 in excess of 
exjienditures. In his report he asked 
that the council put on an extra man 
at the station as assistant engineer on 
account of the long hours which the 
present man had to work, and the 
matter was referred to the electric 
light committee with power to act.— 
The electric light committee made a 
report in which they recommended 
that Mr. Dresskell be kept as super­ 
intendent at $100 per month, he to do 
all work on street lamps for that sum, 
and the recommendation was adop­ 
ted. 
Heretofore the city has been 
paying $133.33 for the same work. 
The chief of police made a report 
in which it was shown that 36 arrests 
were made in September, twenty-four 
for frequenting houses of ill-fame 
and six for being proprietors of same, 
the amounts of fines tieing $447.10. 
The pay roll of city officers amount­ 
ing to $605,49 and the pay roll of the 
electric light force of $210.25 were 
each allowed, and also quite a grist 
of small claims against the city. 
The city attorney made a report in 
regard to the judgment obtained by 
Reuben L. Searfoss against the city 
for $200 at the recent term of court. 
The attorney seemed to think the city 
was lucky to get off with so small an 
assessment and the gentleman will 
receive his money. 
A communication from C. F. Kin­ 
dred was read in which he objected to 
complying with the request of the 
council to extend water mains because 
the law had not been strictly adhered 
to in regard to getting property hold­ 
ers to sign an agreement to take water. 
He also said it was a hardship and 
asked to be allowed until July next 
in which to do the work. The coun­ 
cil instructed the attorney to com­ 
mence proceedings against the Water 
Company at once for failure of con­ 
tract which will result in the forfeiture 
of their charter unless the matter is 
settled. 
The council voted to accept a loan 
of $1,500 from the First National 
Bank of Dixon, IU., until July next, 
to meet outstanding obligations. 
The matter of allowing Mr. Wise 
$100 additional for the construction of 
sewer from the Arlington to Laurel 
street instead of to the alley was 
granted, the sewer to be ten inch in­ 
stead of eight. 
At this juction the clerk read a 
communication from Ald. O’Brien in 
which the gentleman resigned his 
seat as alderman from the Fifth ward. 
The resignation was accepted. 
The 
council then adjourned after transac­ 
ting some business of minor details.

Section Iflis the one specially 
applicable to new sta te s. 
C hapter 1. title 2 
of the United S la te s Revised S ta tu te s thus 
regulates their election: 
See. 14. 
The legislature of each sta te 
which is chosen next proceeding th e expira- 
tio n of the tim e lor which 
any se n a to r was 
elected to represent 
such sta te in congress 
shall, on the second Tuesday after th e m eet­ 
ing and organ izatio n thereof, proceed to elect 
a sen ato r in congress. 
See. 15. 
Much election shall l>e conducted 
in the following m anner: 
Each house shall 
openly by a viva voce vote of each m em ber 
present nam e one person for sen ato r in con­ 
gress from such sta te , and th e nam e ot the 
person so voted for who receives a m ajority 
j of the whole num ber of votes east in each 
! house shall be entered on th e jo u rn al of th a t 
I house by the clerk or secretary thereof; or, if 
either house fails to give such m ajority to 
any person on th a t day the fact shall be en­ 
tered on th e journal. 
At 12 o'clock m eridian 
of the day follow ing th a t on which proceed­ 
ings are required to tak e place as a oreeaid 
the nieml<ers of th e tw o houses shall convene 
in jo in t assem bly, and the journal o each house 
shall Then be read, and if the sam e person 
has received a m ajority of all the votes iu 
each house, he shall be declared duly elected 
senator. 
B ut if the sam e person has n o t re­ 
ceived a m ajo rity of th e votes in each house, 
o r if either house has failed to tak e proceed­ 
ings as required by this section, the joint as- 
sem bly shall then proceed to c h o o s e b y a viva 
voce vote of each m em ber present o person 
for sen ato r, and the person who receives a 
m ajo rity ot all th e votes of the joint assem ­ 
bly. a m ajority ot all the m em bers elected to 
bo th houses being present and voting, shall 
be declared duly elected. If no person receives 
siieh a m ajority on the first day, the joint as­ 
sem bly shall m eet at 12 o'clock m eridian of 
each succeeding day d uring the session of the 
legislature, and shall tak e a t least one vote 
until a sen ato r is elected.

W henever on the m eeting of the 
legislature of an y s ta te a vacancy exists in 
the representation o! such s ta te in the sen­ 
ate, the legislature shall proceed, on th e sec­ 
ond T uesday n fterm eetin g an d organization, 
to elect a person t<» till such vacancy in the 
m anner prescrilied in the preceding section 
for the election of a se n a to r for a full term .

As the United S tates laws governing the I 
election of Uni tell S tates senators have uev- 
cr been published in the new S tates we give j 
them herewith in full for the inform ation of I 
the legislators. Section Ib is the one specially I 
applicable to new states. C hapter I. title 2 ' 
of the United S tates Revised S ta tu tes thus I 
regulates their election: 
Sec. 14. 
The legislature of each sta te i 
which is chosen next preceeding the expira­ 
tio n of the tim e lor which any sen ato r was I 
elected to represent 
such sta te in congress j 
shall, on the second Tuesday after the meet­ 
ing and organization th ere at proceed to elect 
a sen ato r in congre ss. 
Sec. 15. Such election ah a ll lie conducted 
in the following m anner: Each house shall 
openly by a viva voce vote of each member 
present nam e one person for sen ato r in con- j 
g n ss from such state, and the nam e of the I 
jterson so voted for who receives a m ajority j 
of the whole n u n iler of votes cast in each 
house shall be entered on the journal of th a t j 
house by th-- clerk or secretary thereo ; or, if j 
either house fails to give such m ajority to 
any person on th at day tho fact shall be en­ 
tered on the journal. 
At 12 o'clock m eridian 
of the day following th a t on which proceed­ 
ings are required to take place as a oresaid 
tin- member# of the two houses shall convene 
in.joint assembly and the journal o each house 
shall Alien be re-ad. and if the sam e person 
bas received a m ajority of all the votes in 
each house, he shall bs declared duly sleeted 
senator. 
B ut if the sam e person has n o t re­ 
ceived ii m ajority of the votes in each house, 
or if either house has laded to take pro<-eed- 
ings as required by this M-ction, the joint as- 
seinidv shall then proceed to ch o o seb y a viva 
voce vote of each m em ber present o person 
for senator, and the person who receives a 
m ajority of all the votes of the joint assem ­ 
bly. it m ajority ot all the members elected to 
both houses being present and voting, shall 
be declared duly elected, lf no person receives 
such a m ajorit y on the first day. the joint as­ 
sembly shall m eet at J 2 o’clock m eridian of 
each succeeding day during the session of the 
legislature, and ohnll tak e a t least one vote 
until a senator is elected.

Whenever on the m eeting of the 
legislature of any sta te a vacancy exists in 
the representation of such sta te in the sen­ 
ate, the legislature shall proceed, on th e sec­ 
ond Tuesday nfterm eetingandorganization, 
to elect a tierson to fill such vacancy in the 
m anner p rewon lied in the preceding section 
lor the election of a sen ato r for a full term 
Sec. 17. W henever during the session ofthe 
legislature of any sta te a vacancy occurs in 
the re-presentation of such s ta te in thesenate.

The general welfare of our country, 
iu so far as It relates to navigable rivers, harbors 
and commerce, is committed by the constitution 
of the Unite*! S tites to the exclusive rharge of 
the congress: and whereas, the cheap transportal 
tion of our commercial products constitutes one 
of the most im portant elements o fth e general 
welfare; and wneiea*, the congress has donated 
to private corporations more than $106,OOO,(XKI 
of money and upward# of 200.000,OOO acres of 
pur national laud with which to construct arti­ 
ficial ami therefore much more expensive bighr 
ways, owned by private individuals, while it 
has neglected to make adequate appropriation 
for even one possible harbor on the northwest 
coast of the Gult of Mexico, which would not 
poly afford very much cheaper transportation. 
but 
which, by our organic law. is under 
the exclusive care and pom r d of congress; and 
whereas the vast and rapidly developing area 
lying west of the Mississippi river, comprising 
more than three-fifths of the national domain, 
and yielding more than one-half of the agricult­ 
ural, meat aud mineral products of the entire 
country, is by this neglect forced to transport 
its commerce actos* the continent by way of 
these artificial and expensive highways, subject 
to such exactions 
of 
private 
cupidity as 
amounts always to a serious burden, aud fome- 
times a total interdiction to both con.-uraer and 
producer, and wheres* there can be no justifica­ 
tion of this discrimination in favor of private 
highways, which, during t he la#t year, cost the 
commerce of the West an enormous loss in 
transportation expenses, estimated al more than

Resolved, That, In reaffirmance of the action 
of the Denver convention and of the committees

Firm Notes. 
R ainw ater is better for house plants 
th an either well or spring w ater. 
Coal ashes spread under fruit trees 
are helplul both as a mulch and as a 
preventive to weeds. 
The object ot saying w hat we have 
said is to induce, if possible, a g reat­ 
er degree of self-reliance. 
The Secretary of W yoming esti­ 
m ates the num ber of sheep in th a t 
T erritory a t about 1.000,000. 
If the reports of m urderous assaults 
by bulls continue to m ultiply as they 
have lately, the cause of dehorning 
will get an immense im petus. 
There are few m ethods by which th e 
small larm ercan more easily increase 
ttie profit derived from the farm than 
by keeping sheep. 


Cleanliness is an all im p o rtan t 
m atter in the m anagem ent of your 
foul-house, and experience 
shows 
th a t poultry are injuriously affected 
by the em anations from filthy q u ar­ 
ters. 


Irrigation does n o t mean simply 
the flooding of a plot with water, but 
it includes thorough under drainage. 
Prolonged rainfall is as injurious as 
well as prolonged drouth. 
I t is the 
u ad rained fields th a t become dry the 
soonest. 


A w riter says th a t the salt in the 
b u tter does not preserve the butter. 
It only arrests the ferm entation or 
decay of the butterm ilk! Well, th a t 
is a distinction w ithout n difference. 
The salt will prevent decay, as far as 
it goes, but so little is used th a t it 
does not go far. 


The depth to which the plow should 
be run in preparing the soil for seed­ 
ing, depends upon the character of 
the soil and the kind ot crop to be 
grown. The stiffest and poorest soils 
require more w orking th an good 
land. W heat and beanfi need a deep­ 
er range of feeding th an barley. 
The best time to prune is when there 
can be the least loss ot sap; a t a time 
when the wound will cease bleeding 
m ost readily and heal over the soon­ 
est. 
If the cut is covered with g ra ft­ 
ing wax, shelac-varnish, or boiled 
linseed oil as soon as made, there will 
be but little evaporation from the 
wound. 
The breed of Shetland ponies is al­ 
m ost extinct in the Shetland Islands. 
None are bred tfiere, and there are 
fewer specimens in these islands than 
in m any other places. 
Bred as they 
are under widely different conditions, 
the old shaggy^-coated Shetland pony 
is a thing of the past. 
The small, 
sm ooth-coated ponies now in fashion 
are the improved Shetlauds bred in 
milder climates. 


The apple-bud worm m akes 
its 
entrance generally a t the bud, and 
follows the heart of the tw ig down­ 
w ard to three or four joints; the 
tw ig dies as far as it is bored. The 
worm is ab o u t the size of a large pin 
and from one-fourth to one-half an 
inch in length, with a black head and 
un opaque body, ranging in color 
from white to brown. 
Spraying with 
any effective insecticide will exterm i­ 
nate them . 


The flocks of sheep should be care­ 
fully sorted says an exchange. Much 
of the success of keeping sheep de- * 
pends on keeping them so graded < 
th a t the weaker ones will get a fair 
chance to rustle .A yearling or two- | 
year old with imperfect teeth for 1 
grazing stands a poor show if kept 
along with m ature anim als, and the 
old ones, which often have disease of 
some kind, threaten the health of the j 
entire flock. There are three or four 
grades ot sheep on every farm where j 
breeding is followed. These grades 
should be separated and each given 1 
the care suited to its 
condition. 
There is plenty of time between now 
and winter to put all the sheep 
in the country in the best condition 
for W inter if flock-masters would 
only give atten tio n to the m atter. 
A rath er irritable farm er annoyed 
by the fowls on his grain mows, pick­ 
ed up a club and slaughted a dozen 
of the hens. To his wife’s rem ons­ 
trance he declared th a t the fowls 
were a g reat dam age and of so little 
value as to he of no account a t all. 
The woman was 
however, able to 
show in reply a goodly roll of bills 
she had stowed aw ay as the receipts 
from the poultry and eggs she had 
sold. Chickens, as a rule, are wasted 
to a great extent lor w ant ofthecare 
th a t m ight easily be given to them, 
and as regards the little food they 
m ay steal, this is no t one-tenth as 
much as is stolen by ra ts and mice 
w ithout any com plaint or notice. 
Moreover, the w aste of sm all grain 
and other food th a t m ight fie turned 
into products, is sufficient to am ount 
to a very pleasant sum of money 
every year. 
There are over $2,000,000,000 in­ 
vested in dairying in this country, 
an am ount alm ost double the money 
invested in banking and commercial 
industries. 
It requires 15,000,000 
cows to supply the dem and for milk 
and its products in the United States. 
To feed these cows 60,000,000 acres 
of land are under cultivation. The 
agriculture and dairy machinery and 
implements in use are w orth over 
$200,000,000. The men employed 
in the business num ber 750,000, 
and the horses over 1,000,000, The 
:ows and horses consume annually 
30,000,000 tons of h ay ’ nearly 90.- 
000,000 bushels of cornmeal, about 
tlie sam e am ount of oatm eal, 275,- 
000,000 bushels of oats, 2,000,000 
bushels of bran and 30.000,000 bush­ 
els of corn, to say nothing of the 
brewery grains, sprouts and other 
questionable feed of various kinds 
th a t are used to a g re at extent. I t 
costs $420,000,000 to feed these 
3 0 WS and horses. 


Mini* for the Home. 


Except the lightest sandy soils, all 
eve! land will be benefited by fall 
plowing. 
When well plowed, and to 
d proper depth, the plowed ground 
will n o t wash even by the heavy 
Southern winter rains. T h a t the land 
will leach and lose its fertility is a 
m istake. N othing will be lost in any 
case except the nitrogen, which exists 
in the form of nitric acid or the m ost 
soluble nitric salts, and, as a rule, 
there is no danger of this because of 
the alm ost entire absence ot this form 
of nitrogen in the land. On the con­ 
trary , it is for the purpose ot devel­ 
oping this scarce plant-tood in the 
soil th a t fall plowing is desirable. 
The turning over of the soil aids in 
the change of the abu n d an t inert 
nitrogen, which is m ostly combined 
with the carbonaceous organic m at­ 
ter in the soil, into soluble nitrates, 
and this process goes on slowly dur­ 
ing the fall and early spring, and 
where the ground is no t frozen even 
durinir the winter. Consequently the 
land is brought into a more fertile 
condition by the fall plowing, and be­ 
sides this gain, there is another of 
much im portance, viz.: the spring 
work is forwarded so much and the 
crops m ay be p u t in so much earlier. 


F o r hoarseness, beat a fresh egg . 
and thicken it with fine white sugar. 
E at of it freely and the hoarseness 
will soon be relieved. 
To beat the white ot eggs quickly, 
p ut in a small pinch or two of salt; 
do n o t leave one particle of the yolks 
with the whites, or they will n o t froth 
nicely. 


Chloroform will take o u t stains 
from silk, cloth or any woolen goods, 
but alw ays remember to keep the 
bottle corked while using, or you will 
lose more th a n you use. 
If a cellar has a dam p smell and 
cannot be thoroughly ventilated, a 
few trav s of charcoal set around on 
the floor, shelves and ledges will m ake 
the air pure and sweet. 


In cases of sickness sand bags are 
preferred to hot w ater rubber bugs, 
as they can be more easily adjusted 
to different p arts of the body. These 
granular heaters are also to he chos­ 
en rath er th an soapstone or bottles 
for keeping the feet as norm al term 
perature in zero weather. 
W hisky will take out every kind of 
fruit stain for which I have ever seen 
it used. 
A child’s dress will look en- [ 
tirely ruined by the dark berry stains 
on it, but if whisky is poured on the 
discolored places before sending it in­ 
to the wash it will come out as good 
as new. 
To m ake fine shirt bosoms stiff. 
After starching in warm boiled starch 
dry, and then starch in some of the 
cold boiled starch and fold until 
ready 
for ironing. If a wrinkle 
should happen to make its appear­ 
ance, take a small cloth wet in the 
starch and rub the wrinkles out and 
iron again. 
To remove an ts from a closet the 
m ost efficacious m ethod is to grease 
a tin pieplate with lard and place it 
on the closet floor under tho shelves. 
The a n ts will seek the lard in prefer­ 
ence to anything else, and in a little 
while the plate will be covered with 
them , when they can lie destroyed 
and the plate returned for another 
capture. 
F or constipation take one pound 
of figs, two ounces of senna loaves 
(obtainable in any drug store), one 
cupful of good molasses. Chop figs 
and senna leaves quite fine, then add 
molasses, mix well and pack in small 
earthen jars or glasses. 
Keep well 
covered. Give to an adult one-half 
tea-spoonful, to a child one-quarter 
teaspoonful 
a t each dose.—Good 
Housekeeping. 
A bad breath is certainly repulsive, 
and very properly so, n o t only be­ 
cause it is unpleasant in itself, but 
because it can always be remedied 
with proper care. 
Ifit proceeds from 
decayed teetli a dentist should lie 
consulted: if from a disordered stom ­ 
ach it is a case for the physician. 
Two dram s of chlorate of potash 
mixed with six ounes of rose-w ater 
will m ake a purifying wash to rinse 
the m outh with every few hours. 


Yes, we have had a good deal of 
com plaint from custom ers ab o u t the 
shrinking of their shirts. All m ateri­ 
als will shrink some; we generally al­ 
low half an inch tor flannel, and if it 
is properly washed there is no reason 
why it should shrink perceptibly af­ 
ter th a t. The proper way is to souse 
the garm ent in hot soapw ater, never 
rubbing it, and put it repeatedly 
through a wringer. 
The garm ent 
should never lie wrung with the hands 
and never put in cold w ater.—A 
Clothier in the Argus. 
Nothing 
is much better than a 
piece of chamois skin for cleaning the 
tips and sides of paten t leather on 
shoes, and it can lie done in a few 
minutes. By the way, a banana skin 
will clean a shoe or boot very nicely 
in the absence of blacking and shoe 
polish. It was tried with great suc­ 
cess by a traveler who happened to 
lose his satchel and find hiniHelf 
where hecould not replace any ot his 
conveniences for the toilet. 
An Italian chemist has discovered 
wondertul properties in the eucalyp­ 
tus plant. F o r instance, if a piece of 
m eat is slightly tainted, it should be 
wrapped in leaves of the eucalyatus 
and placed in the oven to bake. When 
taken out the m eat will be found to 
be perfectly sweet and fresh. These 
leaves m ay be used in the same way 
for strong-sm elling m utton or other 
m eats. They will also preserve wa­ 
ter perfectly sweet for four m onths. 
The S anitary Inspection says th a t 
every m orning when the German 
housewife receives her q u a rt of milk 
she immediately places it over the 
fire and brings it to a brisk boil. 
Boiled milk is not relished by m any 
who are not accustomed to it; but 
m ost jieople come to like it decidedly 
after they have used it a short time. 
In view of the fact th a t milk m ay be 
the medium for the transm ission of 
several diseases, we should do well to 
adopt the foreign custom of steriliz­ 
ing it. 
One of the m ost useful articles of 
the toilet is a bottleofainm onia,and 
any lady who has once learned its 
valua will never do w ithout it. 
A 
few dropB in w ater takes the place of 
the usual am ount ofsoap,and cleans 
out the pores of the skin as well as a 
bleach will do. W ash the face well 
with a flesh-brush, and rub the lips 
to tone their color. 
It is well to 
bathe the eyes befoie p utting in tlie 
spirits, and if it is desirable to in­ 
crease their brightness, this m ay lie 
done by dashing soapsuds in them. 
Always rub the eyes, when washing, 
from the nose.

Charles Stewart Parnell. 
The Irish leader 
was born 
a t 
Avondale, County Wicklow, Ireland, 
in 1847, the son of a country gentle­ 
m an of English descent, whose estate 
he inherited. His m other was the 
daugther of the American Admiral 
Stew art. 
Parnell, is a g raduate of 
the University of Cambridge. 
He 
was elected member of Parliam ent 
for Meath, in 1875, and represented 
th a t constituency until 1880, when 
he was elected by threeconstitueneies 
He’chose Cork, representing which he 


still sits in the House of Commons. 
A leader from the beginning of hid 
P arliam entary career; lie founded 
and was F irst President 
of the 
N ational Irish Land League. 
He 
visited this country in 1880. Sub­ 
sequently he was chosen president of 
the Home Rule P arty . Tow ards the 
close of 1880 he was imprisoned on 
the charge of seditious conspiracy. 
The jury failed to agree and he was 
lilierated. In 1881 he was arrested 
the second time and liberated, it is 
said, as the result of arrangem ents 
privately entered into with Mr. Glad­ 
stone, who since 1885 has been his 
ally in the ag itatio n lor home rule in 
Ireland. 


First White Woman of America. 
1 can only give as iny authority 
the celebrated work, “A ntiquitutes, 
Americana*, 
llafnie,” Copenhagen, 
by C. C. Rafu, m entioned in A bbott’s 
history of Maine. 
More th an 600 years before Colum­ 
bus discovered America, our shores 
were doubtless visited by Northmen, 
and confused accounts are given ot 
those visits. 
In the year 1005, Thorstein sailed 
from 
Greenland, 
with 
a 
crew 
of twenty-five 
men, to 
visit the 
strange, new country of Vineland, 
upon the N arragansett bay. 
His wife, Gudrida. sailed with him, 
a woman, as historians agree, 
“ol 
rem arkable prudence and energy.” 
He fitted ou t three ships, with 100 
men, and sent forth from Greenland 
in Phesummer of 1008. 
They coasted along Nova Scotia, 
then called M arkland. 
Keeping in 
sight of the coast of Maine, sailed 
around Cane Cod, and anchored in 
Buzzard’s Bay. 
Here they landed and built a vil­ 
lage of log huts which they called 
“ Thorfiun’s Buder,” or Thorfinn’s 
buildimr. 
The climate, although now consid­ 
ered bleak and cold by those who 
seek a southern clime in winter, was 
a paradise to those who had spent 
their lives upon the icebound shores 
of Greenland and b elaud, and they 
were content for atim e. Grapes and 
wheat c r e w wild, and their cattle fed 
in open fields. 
The natives came with furs to bar­ 
ter for the trinkets of the white men, 
and Thorfinn’s wealth increased. 
But the war like Northmen could 
n o t long be a t peace. 
They were 
soon engaged in fierce war with the 
Indians, and were beaten, as they 
probably deserved to be. 
Storm followed storm and they were 
driven into strange waters, until, 
baffled and discouraged, they turned 
homeward, but landed on the shores 
of Greenland in December, 1009. 
Thorstein died in the dreary winter 
th a t followed, and G udrida returned 
to her friends in Ireland. 
In one 
year she m arried Thorfinu, an in­ 
h ab itan t of Iceland, a wealthy, ener­ 
getic man, who shared his bride’s en- 
thusiam about the new country. 
Therefore, in the spring of 1011, 
against G udrida’s earnest wishes, 
they went back to Iceland, and n o t­ 
w ithstanding her oft-repeated en­ 
treaties to return again, and live in 
the new land called Vineland, she 
died in the frozen N orth, upon the 
icebound shores of Greenland. 
Ali accounts of this fearless woman 
Rpeak ot her unflinching courage and 
wisdom; and it is safe to say, th a t, 
had she been a m an, with means to 
forward her plans, Vineland would 
n ot have been thus given up to sav­ 
ages for hundreds 
of years—until 
Columbus could discover a new world. 
Through the dim memory ot a lapse 
of years, we see her virtues, and ad ­ 
mire her character of enterprise and 
boldness.

was of the 
race of practical Northmen does not 
alter the fact th a t she was the first 
white woman known to deserve the 
right of beint; called a “ D aughter of 
America.”—Ella H.

Riding in the Engineer’s Cab. 
II. G. P ro u t says in the September 
Scribner’s:—We cannot tell from the 
tim etables how fast we travel. The 
schedule times do n o t indicate tho 
delays th a t m ust be made up by 
spurts between stations. The travel­ 
ler who is curious to know just how 
fast he is going, and likes the stim u­ 
lus of thinking th a t he is in a little 
danger, m ay find am usem ent in ta k ­ 
ing the tim e between mile posts; ami 
when these are n o t to be seen, he 
can often get the speed very accurate­ 
ly by counting the rails passed in a 
given time. 
This may be done by 
listening 
attentively a t an open 
window or door. The regular clicks 
of the wheels over the railjoints can 
usually soon be singled out from the 
other noises, and counted. The num­ 
ber of rail-lengths passed in tw enty 
seconds is alm ost exactly the num ­ 
ber of miles run in an hour. 
But if one w ants to get a lively 
sense of w hat it means to rush 
through space a t fifty or sixty miles 
an hour he m ust get on a locomo­ 
tive. Then only does he begin to re­ 
alize w hat trifles stand between him I 
and destruction.

narrow , bright line of the rails and j 
the slender points ol the switches.

sharp curves. The experience was to 
her magnificent, b u t the sense of 
danger was alm ost appalling.

coine to realize how slender is the 
rail and how fragile its fastenings, 
com pared with the pondeious m a­ 
chine which they carry. We see w hat * 
a trifling movement of a switch j 
makes the difference bet ween life and | 
death. 
We learn how short the look 
ahead m ust often be, and how close 
danger sits on either hand. 
But it is 
only in a night ride th a t we learn 
how dependent the engineer m ust Ik*, I 
after all, upon the faithful vigilance ! 
of others. The head-light reveals a 
few yards of glistening rail, and the 
ghostly telegraph poles and switch 
targets. 
Were a switch open, a rail 
taken up, or a oile of ties on the 
track, we could not possibly s< e the 
danger in time to stop.

It is needless to rem ark th a t 
the one girl does not get as much 
wages as the 100 persons used to 
get, b u t there is some com pensation 
in the cheapening of the goods pro­ 
duced. The boot and shoe industry 
shows th a t sixty years ago shoe- 
m aking was exclusively limited to 
men, whose average production was 
200 pairs a year. 
F orty years ago 
women and children were employed, 
and the use of machinery increased 
the capacity of each hand to 450 
pairs a year.

If the cut is covered with g ra ft-1 
ing wax, shelac-varnish, or boiled I 
linseed oil as soon as made, there will j 
be but little evaporation from the } 
wound. 


The breed of Shetland ponies is al­ 
m ost extinct in the Shetland Islands. I 
None are broil there, and there are ; 
fewer specimens in these islands than 
in many other places. 
Bred as they 
are under widely different conditions, 
the old shaggy-coated Shetland pony 
is a thing of the past. 
The small,

TURNING THE TABLES, 


Charles Stewart Parnell. 
The Irish leader 
was born 
at 
Avondale, County Wicklow, Ireland, 
in 1847, the son o f a country gentle­ 
man of English descent, whose estate 
he inherited. His mother was the 
daugther of the American Admiral 
Stewart. 
Parnell, is a graduate ol 
the University of Cambridge. He 
was elected member of Parliament 
for Meath, in 1875, and representee! 
that constituency until 1880, when 
he was elected by three constituencies 
Ile chose Cork, represent ing which he

still sits in the House of Commons. 
A leader from the beginning of hi* 
Parliam entary career; he founded 
and w*as First President 
of the 
National Irish Land 
League. 
He 
visited this country in 1880. Sub­ 
sequently he was chosen president of 
the Home Rule Party. Towards the 
close of 1880 he was imprisoned on 
th*?c h a r g e d seditious conspiracy. 
The jury failed to agree and lie was 
filtrated. 
In 1881 he was arrested 
the second time nnd liberated, it is 
said, as the result of arrangements 
privately entered into with Mr. Glad­ 
stone, who since 1885 lins been his 
ally in the agitation for home rule in 
Ireland. 


First White Woman of America. 
I can only give as my authority 
the celebrated work, “A n tiq u a te s, 
Americana*, 
Hahi ie,” Copenhagen, 
by C. C. Rain, mentioned in A bbott’s 
history of Maine. 
More th an 600 years before Colum­ 
bus discovered America, our shores 
were doubtless visited by Northmen, 
and confused accounts are given of 
those visits. 
In the vear 1005, Thorstein sailed 
from 
Greenland, 
with 
a 
crew 
of twenty-five 
mea, to 
visit the 
strange, new country of Vineland, 
upon the Narragansett bay. 
His wife. Gudrida. sailed with him, 
a woman, as historians agree, 
“ol 
remarkable prudence and energy.” 
He fitted out three ships, with 160 
men, and sent forth from Greenland 
in t»hesummer of 1008. 
They coasted along Nova Scotia, 
then called Markland. 
Keeping in 
sight of the coast of Maine, sailed 
around ( ape Cod. and anchored in 
Buzzard’s Bay. 
Here they landed and built a vil­ 
lage of log huts which they called 
“Thorfiun s Buder,” or Thorfinn’s 
building. 
The climate, although now consid­ 
ered bleak and cold by those who 
seek a southern clime in winter, was 
a paradise to those who had spent 
their lives upon the icebound shores 
of Greenland nnd Iceland, and they 
were content for a time. 
Grajies and 
wheat arew wild, imd their cattle fed 
in open fields. 
The natives came with furs to bar­ 
ter for the trinkets of the white men, 
and Thorfinn’s wealth increased. 
But the war like Northmen could 
not long be at peace. 
They were 
soon engaged in fierce war with the 
Indians, anti were beaten, as they 
probably deserved to be. 
Storm followed storm and they were 
driven into strange waters, until, 
baffled ami discouraged, they turned 
homeward, but landed on the shores 
of Greenland in December, 1009. 
Thorstein died inthe dreary winter 
th at followed, and Gudrida returned 
to her Irienus in Ireland. 
In one 
year she married Thorfinn, an in­ 
habitant of Iceland, a wealthy, ener­ 
getic man, who shared his bride’s en- 
thusiam about the new country. 
Therefore, in the spring of IO U , 
against Gudrida's earnest wishes, 
they went back to Iceland, and n ot­ 
withstanding her oft-repeated en­ 
treaties to return again, and live in 
the new land called Vineland, she 
died in the frozen North, upon the 
icebound shores of Greenland. 
All accounts of this fearless woman 
speak of her unflinching courage and 
wisdom; and it is safe to say, that, 
had she been a mail, with means to 
forward her plans. Vineland would 
not have been thus given up to sav­ 
ages for hundreds 
of years—until 
Columbus could discover a new* world. 
Through the dim memory of a lapse 
of years, we see her virtues, and ad­ 
mire her character of enterprise and 
boldness. 
T hat 
she 
was of the 
race of practical Northmen docs not 
alter the fact th at she was the first 
white woman known to deserve the 
right of bein^r called a “ Daughter of 
America.”—Kila IL 
Stratton, 
Daughter of America. 


Riding in the Engineer's Cab. 
H. G. Trout says in the September 
Scribner’s:—We cannot tell from the 
tim etables how fast we travel. The 
schedule times do not indicate the 
delays th at m ust be made ud by 
spurts between stations. The travel­ 
ler who is curious to know just how 
fast he is going, and likes the stim u­ 
lus of thinking that he is in a little 
danger, may find amusement in tak­ 
ing the time between mile posts; and 
when these are not to be seen, he 
can often get the speed very accurate­ 
ly by counting the rails passed in a 
given time. This may be done by 
listening 
attentively a t aa open 
window or door. The regular clicks 
of the wheels over the railjoints can 
usually soon be singled out from the 
other noises, and counted. The num­ 
ber of rail-lengths passed in twenty 
seconds is alm ost exactly the num­ 
ber of miles run in an hour. 
But if one wants to get a lively 
sense of what it means to rush 
through space at fifty or sixty miles 
an hour he m ust get on a locom o­ 
tive. Then onlj* does he begin to re­ 
alize what trifles stand between him 
and destruction. 
A few weeks ago a 
lady sat an hour in the cab of u lo-* 
com otive hauling a fastexpress train 
over a mountain road. She saw the 
narrow, bright line of the rails and 
the slender points of the switches. 
She heard the thunder of the bridges, 
and saw the track shut in by rocky 
bluffs, and new perils suddenly re­ 
vealed as the engine swept around 
sharp curves. 
The experience was to 
her magnificent, but the sense of 
danger was alm ost appalling. 
To 
have made her experience complete, 
she should have taken one engine 
ride in a dark and rainy night. 
In a 
daylight ride on a locom otive, we 
come to realize how slender is the 
rail and how fragile its fastenings, 
compared with the ponderous ma­ 
chine which they carry, We sec* what 
a trifling movement 
of a switch 
makes the difference between life and 
death. 
We leu rn how short the look 
ahead must often be, and how close 
dnngersits on either hand. 
But it is 
only in a night ride that we learn 
how dependent the engineer must be, 
after all, upon the faithful vigilance 
of others. 
The head light reveals a 
few yards of glistening rail, and the 
ghostly telegraph poles and switch 
targets. 
Were a switch open, a rail 
taken up, or a pile of ties on tho 
track, we could not possibly s< a tho 
danger in time to stop.

Hogarth carved a bust of the poet 
for the back of the m ahogany chn ii* 
which he designed for Garrick a* pres­ 
ident of the Shakespeare club. 
To 
the complimentary address of the 
Stratford corporation are we indebt­ 
ed for the Shakegpenre jubilee of Sep- 
temlier, 1769, on the very spot where 
the poet learned the prattle of elves 
and fairies, of wizards, witches, and 
of unseen wonders of net her and up­ 
per worlds. 
An amphitheatre in im­ 
itation of Ranelagh was erected on 
the banks of the river, and during 
three days amusements of every kind 
were provided for the crowds who 
assembled from all parts of the coun­ 
try, and from London. The proceed­ 
ings were 
closed 
by an ode on 
Shakespeare, written and recited by 
Garrick. 


T h e r e are several trees a t West 
Chop, Vineyard Haven, red cedars, 
th at have grown so slanting from 
the force of the wind th at their tops 
are flat and close so that one can 
walk upon them.
